Reconsideration in view of the foregoing election and 
following remarks is respectfully requested. 

In response to the requirements of the Office action mailed 
April 18, 2005, Applicants provisionally elect Invention II, 
claims 9-22, which are drawn to a storage arrangement, with 
traverse. Applicants further elect the patentably distinct 
species identified by the Examiner as FIGS. 1 and 2 for 
prosecution on the merits if no generic claim is finally held 
allowable. Applicants identify the following claims as readable 
upon the elected species: claims 9 and 11-22. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction 
requirement on the grounds that the Examiner's reasoning 
concerning the lack of necessity of evacuation of air in making 
the product is misincorporating logic; more particularly, that 
the restriction concerns a process of making and a product made. 
Rather, it is respectfully submitted that the storage 
arrangement recited in claim 9 may be viewed as a precursor to 
be used in the method of claim 1. For this reason, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the restriction requirement is 
now respectfully requested.
